Dutch free Jewish suspect 


AMSTERDAM (Reuter). — A 35- 
year-old German-born Jewish-Amer- 
ican painter, Fred René Wilner, 
detained on suspicion of having 
been connected with a bomb explo- 
sion at the Soviet Trade Mission 
here last Thursday, bas been re- 
leased by Dutch police.

Exposure kills Everest 
climber at 7,000 metres 


KATMANDU, Nepal (AP). — A member of the international expe- 
dition to Mount Everest died Sunday of exposure and frostbite at a 
height of about 7,000 metres, the first fatality in the latest drive to 


reach the world's highest peak. 

A radio message received here 
yesterday identified the dead man 
as Indian Army Major HS, Bahu- 
guna, 8 32-year-old veteran of the 
Himalayas and: a member of the 
successful 1965 Indian expedition to 
the 8,925-metre-high summit. The 
messege said that Bahuguna died 
while des: from the expedi- 
tion’s third high altitude camp. 

The 32-member 13-nation expedi- 
tion left Katmandu on Feb. 28 and 
had been reported to be making 
steady progress in ‘its attempt to 
reach the summit by May 21.

the “lesser evil.” It found that the 
Plamt would do less ecological da- 
mage on the site than at any other 
Jocation, which must be on the shore 
{to make sea water available for 
cooling purposes) and between 
Haifa and Te] Aviv, for efficient dis- 
tribution of the power. 

Five alternate altes, all in the 
same general area were considered. 
The committee's recommendation 
hes already aroused strong objec- 
tions from the National Parks and 
Nature Protection Authorities, who 
claim that serious ecological da- 
mage would be caused te the area, 
which contains “the country’s only 
remaining wnpolluted stream” ag 
well as a home for thousands of 
‘birds at the kibbutz, They are de- 
manding that a public committee 
reexamine the recommendation, 

The Corporation's representative 
on the committee, Daniel Dagan; 
told the press at the site yesterday 


part that the projected station, and three 


of four additional ones that would 
be built on the site in future, would 
not damage the kibbutz nature re- 
serve or the stream. ‘We have un- 
dertaken to see to that, and also 
to comply with al! alr pollution 
safeguards. Every power station is 
bound to’ do some ecological da- 
mage, but nevertheless they must 
be built. For the time being, an 
atomic plant is not yet in the cards, 


and we are convinced that the plant 
will do less damage on this afte 
than on any other alternative.” 

Despite all this, the Corporation 
would honour any government deci- 
sion not to build the plant at the 
proposed site, “and bulld it any- 
where else the authorities. may 
rule.” However, a speedy decision 
is necessary, he stressed. 

At Kibbutz Ma'agan Michael, 
four idiometres to the north-east, 
members told The Post yesterday 
that they “don’t want a power plant 
under our windows.” ‘They also 
charged that the plant had ‘been 
“moved north to us, because fur- 
ther south Baron Rothschild had 
pressured the authorities againat 
having the plant built op his lands 
at Caesarea, four kilometres south 
of the projected site.” 

However, the kibbutz secretary, 
Yitzhak Shemer, said that they had 
heard of the plan “only from the 
press” and that though on principle 
he objected, he would not make 
any official protest until “we have 
studied the matter and obtained all 
the pertinent information.” He 
though that the main damage would 
be caused to the nature reserve 
which the kibbutz had safeguarded 
since its founding. “As this is open 
to the public at large, we shall 
make this 2 public issue ff 
we decide to esist buikting the 
station.” He ssid that “if we are 
convinced, we may not object at 
811." i 

The chairman of the Hof Carmel 
District Council, Mordechai Sela, 
which has jurisdiction over the area, 
complained that the council had not 
been consulted on the matter. ‘We 
are not concerned only about the 
mature reserve, but also about pos- 
sible afr pollution and health da- 
mage. If we are convinced that they 
will be prevented, we'll change our 
attitude,” he sald. 

The Post learned that the Cor- 
poration would have preferred to 
bulid the new station near the exis- 
ting plant in Hlalfa, but feared that 
the pubdlic outcry would be over- 
whelming in the city. In any case, 
the plant would have to be built 
somewhere, and the Corporation ex~ 
pects an early decision. 


Panthers hold legal 
demonstration

held their first legal demonstration 
in Jerusalem yesterday, which waa 
largely devoted to protests against 
alleged police brutality in Sunday's 
Maimona festivity.

The crowd and the demonstrators, 
who included a small contingent 
from Ramle, then marched cheer- 
fully down Rehov Ben-Yehuda and 
dispersed at Zion Square. 


Yesterday morning, all the six 
Panthers who had been detained on 
Sunday after the Maimona festival 
were released. Charges have been 
submitted against them of disturb- 
ing the peace and assaulting the 
Police. 

The Panthers charged that they 
had had no medical attention 
at police headquarters.

While some 
centreg Bre filled to capacity, others 
are virtualy-empty at times, "Much 
depends on the predilections of imml- 
granta" he said.
